The Governors of the Alms House have the 
honor respectfully to 

REPORT 

The following brief statement of the various Insti- 
tutions under their charge. 

The condition of the Institutions generally is, in 
the opinion of the Board, such as to entitle the 



administration of them to the approbation of our fel- 
low-citizens, inasmuch as they present a cleanly and 
healthful abode for the unfortunate, a careful super- 
vision over the orphan and deserted children of the 
poor, employment for the habitual vagrant, continu- 
ous labor and strict discipUne for criminals of the 
various grades of both sexes, while all are provided 
with surgical and medical treatment, as well as every 
proper opportunity for moral and religious consola- 
tion and improvement. 

To perform the service of this Department, and so 
perform it as to have it meet with the approbation 
of our own conscientious regard of the duty put upon 
us by the commission we hold, is, and ever will be, a 
sufficient recompense for the effi)rts made, from year 
to year, to embrace every opportunity we have to 
alleviate distress and punish and discourage crime. 

The locations of our principal Institutions are such 
as to take them from the general examination and 
observation of similar Institutions elsewhere, and our 
citizens generally are in total ignorance of their ex- 
tent or the service required to do justice to their or- 
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ganization or their inmates. Pew, very few, of those 
even whose duty as legislators. State and Muncipal, 
can fully appreciate the operations of this Depart- 
ment, for the simple reason that they have never 
given it their personal attention and examination. 
Were it otherwise, much might be done which is left 
undone to advance the general interests in our 
charge. The number of inmates averaging some 
7,000 persons every day in the year, to be housed, 
fed, warmed, and clothed, changing in condition, 
character, and age daily, are not to be disposed of by 
any set rules of philanthropy or discipline. To 
properly and justly, as well as prudently and economi- 
cally, administer the government of such a mass and 
combination, experience, obtained by laborious 
attention and continuous eflfort, can alone render any 
of us capable of seeing, knowing, and doing what is 
best for the interests united under our government. 
The lavish expenditure of money for city purposes 
has justly attracted the attention of our citizens, and 
we trust that no eflFort will be omitted to cut oflF all 
avoidable demands upon the treasury. So far as 
this Department is concerned, we may assert, without 
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the fear of contradiction, that, to the extent of our 
ability, we claim to have done our dtUy. The sup- 
port of the entire charge, in all its detailed expendi- 
ture, is at the service of any reputably constituted 
Committee of citizens, officials, or otherwise. The 
Alms House Department has not, from the first day 
of its organization to the present time, in any way 
promoted an expenditure which was not based on a 
just utility, or a necessity which it prospectively 
seemed to require; and, therefore, we claim to range 
outside of the general charge of extravagance. 

The estimates of 1854 and 1855 were based upon 
previous years, both as to the prices of the chief 
articles of consumption and the ordinary effects of 
the elements ; the unexampled advance in the 
former, and the extreme severity of the weather, 
forced an additional, unavoidable expenditure. It is 
to be hoped that a similar condition of things will 
not hereafter exist, and we may be able to reduce the 
aggregate amount through a reduction of the prices 
of the principal articles of consumption, or a substi- 
tution of equally nutritious and healthful provisions 
of a lower cost. There can be no stronger evidence 
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of the good faith of our estimates than the fact that 
the increase was the result of a necessity rather than 
that of expectation or desire. 

It will be borne in mind by those who properly 
consider the claims of this Department, that there is 
no fixed basis upon which we can circumscribe the 
demands made upon us. Other Departments can, 
with much more certainty, fix the sum required for 
their disbursement. Much of what may seem to be 
required may by them be postponed to another 
year; while Pauperism, Crime, Pestilence, and Dis- 
ease must be met by timely action and immediate 
provision. It will be seen that a large portion of 
our demands are for the repairs of buildings which 
were Jeft upon our hands in a dilapidated and unfin- 
ished state. A just economy demanded their resto- 
ration, and a proper foresight required new buildings. 
What has been done has the design of permanence, 
and will remain the property of the city, fully equal 
to the cost in actual value. This expenditure here- 
after will diminish in its proportions, and will be re- 
quired only to keep pace with the future growth of 
our population, or the growth or diminution of the 
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natural demand depending upon the the hicreafie or 
decrease of our necessities. There are points of 
expenditure which are forced upon the Department 
that ought to be obviated. Every eflFort is being 
made to prevent it in future, and obtain redress 
for the past. The Board need not remind you 
that they refer to the unjust imposition upon the 
citizens of New York, by the large number of va- 
grants, prisoners, and lunatics, as well as the out-door 
poor, who are thrown upon them through the inabil- 
ity of the Commissioners of Emigration to support 
those who are thrown upon public charity during the 
first five years of their residence here. The sum 
already expended has reached $60,000, without 
including all previous time when no. account was 
rendered. This evil still exists, and, unless' some 
action is had to remedy it, the burthen will reach 
far beyond the present claims made for their support. 

There is no good reason why the city should not 
be protected against this unjust use of its charities, 
by National or State interference in its behalf, or an 
increase of the fund of the Commissioners of Emigra- 
tion, by an addition to the present passenger tax. 
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Nearly one-fifth of our disbursements, at the pres- 
ent time, will be found to arise from relief extended 
to the poor of the city, outside of our Institutions. 
This species of expenditure has engaged the serious 
consideration of the Board, and they confess them- 
selves at a loss to remedy this evil, which is one 
of great magnitude — one that was bequeathed to the 
Department by their predecessors, and has had exis- 
tence from an early period in the organization of the 
Department. The payment of weekly stipends in 
money, and the distribution of fuel, have brought 
this Une of expenditure to the enormous sum of 
$121,000 for 1855. The character of the relief is 
such as is required, temporarily, to keep masses of 
struggling inhabitants from actually making their 
home in the Alms House proper. In addition to the 
provision made by the Department for this class, it 
would be a fair estimate, in the opinion of the 
Board, to add $200,000 as the amount given to 
this same class of dependants by the Association of 
the Poor and other private charitable Institutions. 
To drive this class to the Alms House and other In- 
stitutions, it seems to us, would be at war with a 
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proper philanthropy, and a just economy involving 
the future prosperity of the relieved parties, as well 
as a very large outlay in the erection of immense 
buildings for their protection and care. The Gov- 
ernors, therefore, deem it of the first importance to 
urge upon their fellow-citizens engaged in private 
charities, to unite in the closest scrutiny, that this 
great drain upon our charities may be kept within 
the bounds of true charitable expenditure, as general 
economy in the Department is not only desirable, but 
is positively demanded at the hands of the Governors 
of it, and every effort should be made to accomplish 
this end. 

In considering the past, and providing for the fu- 
ture in this essential particular, your Board have 
come to the conclusion that the aggregate sum paid 
for official service and mechanical labor is greater 
than is really required; although instances exist 
where an incr^^ase of pay would be justifiable, and 
well deserved. Tlie heads of the various Institutions 
have furnished their yearly reports, which are here- 
with presented. The tables are full, and, we trust, 



based upon a strict adherence to the actual con- 
dition of their respective Departments. 

Th« Board, in conclusion, would state with all 
frankness, that they see nothing to interfere with 
a just and economical administration of the affairs of 
the Department, except it may grow out of making 
use of it as the reward of political service, or as a 
means of rehef to the personal burdens of the Q-ov- 
ernors , and other officials connected with the admin- 
istration of its aflfairs. Too large a portion of the 
buildings and grounds is reserved for the accommo- 
dation of employers; too large a number follow the 
employers into the Institution, and become, mfact^ 
a charge upon the Department. 

The original design of the architects of the law 
under which the Board was formed, contemplated an 
entire and complete absence of political and partisan 
legislation, and the success of its operation depends 
upon the good faith with which this intention of theirs 
is kept up ; and while it is desirable to keep poUtical 
power fairly and justly balanced, the rule should 
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ALMS HOUSE.

I arrived at Blackwell's Island on the 16th of July last, 
tuid took possession of the Alms House Department. I found 
the department in good order, and improvements in prog- 
ress, such as flagging, and the building of a Boat House, 
grading the grounds, &c. 



The improvements have been kept up as fast as I have 
been able. The foundation of the Boat House has been re- 
moved further back from the river, and a foundation built, 
a frame raised, and will in a few weeks after the weather 
admits, be finished. After the new Boat House is finished, 
it will be important to the Alms House Department to have 
a street opened from the Second Avenue to the river, oppo- 



site the Boat House, as it will be difficult, with strong tides 
and head-winds, to make regular trips. It is to be hoped 
that the Governors of the Alms House will use their influ- 
ence to have a street opened for the accommodation this de- 
partment. 

The flagging, grading, &c., have been continued, and grad- 
ing will be forwarded during the winter, if the weather 
admits. 

Improvements have been made in both the Male and Fe- 
male Departments; five new wards have been built in the 
female, and four new wards in the male building. 

The health of this Department has been good, taking into 
account the condition of the inmates; in 1854 the number of 
the deaths was 288, while in 1855 the number reached only 
257, with an increased number of admissions of 115 over 
the previous year. 

So far as the Officers under my control have been concern- 
ed, I have found them prompt and efficient, both in the Male 
and Female Departments. 

There is a number of improvements which are called for, 
and at some future time I shall take the liberty to mention 
to your Honorable Board, which I have no doubt will be duly 
considered, and acted upon as may be thought best.

Of the whole number of deaths, one hundred and sixty- 
seven \mYe died within Jive days after admission; and one 
hundred and ninety-two from consum[)tion. There have been 
fifty Coroner^s cases. 

Thus three hundred and fifty-nine deaths come within the 
categories of incurable chronic disease, or diseases of the 
most necessarily fatal character. 

It is well known to all who have visited Bellevue Hospi- 
tal, that a large class of the population of the city of New 
York drag themselves thither to die, or are sent there by 
others when their condition affords no hope for recovery; 
and also, that the majority of its immates are recruited from 
the worst fed and worst nurtured class in the community; 
unfitted by constitution and habits of life to resist the in- 
roads of disease. 

The appended table states in detail the causes of death. 
The Medical Board have great i)leasure in offering their 
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congratulations to the Board of Governors on the noble 
addition to the Hospital, so nearly completed. 

They are confident that the eflScient measures adopted 
will furnish its future immates with all that may be 
necessary for their comfort and advantage, and will serve 
as a lasting monument of the interest felt by the Governors 
in this important charity. 

While recognising the many diflficulties which the Board 
of Governors must struggle against, the Medical Board 
must again present its annual plea, that means may be taken 
to diminish the risk to which the main building is exposed 
from fire, and to suggest that the edifice be raised an addi- 
tional story. 

Accommodations would thus be provided for the throngs 
which an epidemic would pour into the Hospital, while the 
risk of confining the sick in such improper places would be 
done away with forever. 

The Medical Board would furthermore suggest that, in 
the event of such contemplated additions being successfully 
made, space may be set apart for a commodious amphitheatre, 
lighted from above, where clinical instruction may be ad- 
vantageously given. 

Hospitals, supported by the public for the care of sick 
poor, repay the public by diminishing contagion and disease; 
and by equipping crowds of young men with the approved 
methods of successfully struggling with disease throughout 
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the land; they are foci whence radiates knowledge based 
on reliable investigation. 

It cannot, therefore, but be a source of gratification to 
the Board of Governors to learn that continuous clinical 
instruction is afforded in Bellevue Hospital throughout the 
year; and that the classes present on the benches have ex- 
ceeded two hundred in number, while the daily visits have 
attracted for months together an average of fifty students; 
and, moreover, that the ranks of the Resident Assistants can 
always be recruited from the best prepared of their class. 

Should the main building be altered in accordance with 
the proposed plan, the Medical Board respectfully urge, that 
the basement no longer serve for the reception of the sick, 
with the sole exception of those suffering from delirium. 

In the judgment of this Board, the latter class of patients 
do not receive such accommodations in the cells now assign- 
ed them as the gravity of their diseases demands. 

Should so important a change be made in the main build- 
ing, the advantages of embracing the opportunity for im- 
proving its ventilation, method of heating, and supply of 
baths, are too obvious to need more than a passing allusion. 

The Medical Board present their earnest request that 
speedy measures may bo adopted for the erection of a new 
Dead House. A visit to the building now in use will de- 
monstrate at once its insecurity, and entire unfitness for its 
purpose. 
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They cannot terminate their Report, without bearing tes- 
timony to the zeal and ability with which the Resident As- 
sistants have discharged their exacting professional duties; 
while the skillful and assiduous performance of his labors 
by the Apothecary, Mr. Frey, greatly lightens the labors of 
the Medical Board.

Gentlemen, 

The undersigned respectfully presents his Annual Report 
for 1855. 

The number of Patients in the Hospital on the first 
day of January, 1855, was 674 

Number of Admissions, (including 280 births,) dur- 
ing the year was 6,035 

Number treated during the year 6,709 

Number discharged 5,497 

Deaths 630 6,127 

Present number remaining in the Hospital 582 

The annexed Tables show the number of Admissions, Dis- 
charges, Deaths and Nativities for each month in the year 
1855. 

I congratulate the Board of Governors on the completion 
of the new wing on the northerly end of the Hospital. It 
is built of stone, quarried by prisoners on BlackwelFs Isl- 
2 
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and, and is fifty feet wide by one hundred and fifty feet long; 
and fonr stories high, exclusive of the basement. This build- 
ing is supposed to contain all the conveniences necessary for 
a Hospital. It is thoroughly ventilated on the most modem 
and approved system, heated by steam from boilers in the 
rear of the Hospital, and has a nurse's room, bath-room, 
water-closet, and wash-hand stand attached to each ward. 

In the attic are hot and cold water tanks, containing a 
thousand gallons of water to feed the baths, and afford a 
never failing supply of hot water for all purposes required, 
all supplied from a boiler in the basement. 

In the basement are apartments intended for a kitchen, 
dining hall, and rooms for servants, as well as cellars for 
supplies. The building is calculated to accommodate about 
three hundred patients, and upon the whole reflects credit 
on your Board, as well as on Messrs. Renwick and Harker, 
the architect and superintendent. 

During the past year there has been built on these premi- 
Aea an addition to the Wash House, intended to contain boil- 
ers for heating the new wing, attached to which is a chim- 
ney of some ninety-five feet high. 

The premises have been much improved within the last 
few months, by the erection of handsome brick out-ofiSces, 
instead of the unsightly shanties which formerly occupied 
the same site. 

You are abeady aware, Gentlemen, of the pressing neces- 
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sity which now exists, and has for years existed, of increas- 
ing the accommodations of the old building, by way of add- 
ing a story to its height, and making such other improve- 
ments as its condition demands. 

I regret to inform the Board of the death, in the month 
of August last, of Mrs. Jane King, the late Matron of this 
Institution. Her valuable services will long be remembered 
with gratitude by the many unfortunate victims of disease 
and destitution who came under her care during the twenty- 
five years that she was attached to this Hospital. The 
place made vacant by her death has been filled by the ap- 
pointment of Mrs. Prey, the wife of the present Apothecary 
of the Hospital.

To the Governors of the Alms House: 

Gentlemen, 

I again have the honor to submit, for your inspection, the 
Yearly Reports of the Institutions under my medical charge, 
namely. Penitentiary, Small Pox, Alms House, and Work 
House Hospitals. 

The first and large table is a complete and comprehensive 
medical history of the Penitentiary Hospital during the 
year 1855. The other tables, from A to U inclusive, will 
give you the different facts in this history iu a plain and in- 
telligible manner. 
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The total number of admisgions to the Penitentiary Hospit- 
al (Table A) during the year 1855, was 2,158 

1854, " 3,744 

1853. " 3.136 

showing a decrease of the admissions in 1855, as compared 
with 1854, of 1586, or in the ratio of 42y'y per cent. The 
total number under treatment during the past rear was 2,657. 

Table B shows from whence the Penitentiary Hospital 
received its inmates, namely:

The Tables Q, R and S will be more particularly interest- 
ing to medical men. and will speak for themselves. 

The manv facts exhibited by this series of tables could be 
dwelt on to almost any extent, with both interest and profit. 
They are capable of being placed in many interesting posi- 
tions or groupings, and, so far as the Penitentiary Hospital 
is concerned, the most implicit confidence may be placed 
in their correctness. The Table S is curious, as showing 
the hour during the day or night at which the patient died. 
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Table T shows the current expenses of the Hospital, froni 
which it will be seen that the daily cost of each patient has 
been a fraction over 23^ cents per day. This does not in- 
clude building expenses, which I have no means of knowing. 

During the last year many improvements liave taken place 
in the internal arrangements of the Penitentiary Hospital. 
Among them may be mentioned the system of ventilation, 
which your Honorable Board adopted and carried out. The 
air of the wards now is almost as pure as that of a well- 
regulated private house. Salt water for bathing purposes 
has been introduced, as well as an increased supply of Gro- 
ton water, and hot, cold, or shower bath^ of both salt and 
Croton water can now be used here at all hours. This is a 
very important matter in the treatment of the diseases of 
this Institution. 

The water closets, and the drains communicating with the 
river at each end of the building, have been rebuilt on a 
different plan, and now work well; and pure, fresh air and 
cleanliness have taken the place of foul, fetid air and un- 
cleanliness in more than one form. 

The building has also been thoroughly overhauled, and 
painted within and without. 

A Meteorological Observatory has been erected, under 
the guidance of your Committee, which goes into operation 
this day, and which it is hoped will prove a credit to your 
government. 

• 

Outside of, but adjacent to, the main Hospital has been 
built a large stone building, 60 feet square, in which has 
been placed a powerful steam boiler, and a cooking appara- 
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tus of the most approved kind and usefulness. Never be- 
fore has the cooking for our inmates been one quarter so 
well done as it now i«. 

All these changes, so creditable to your Honorable Board, 
have been accomplished during the past year. Gentlemen, 
your Committee, Messrs. Tiemann and Draper, are deserv- 
ing of all praise for their indefatigable exertions in the 
cause of improving this Hospital. They have accomplished 
this object, and the satisfaction of having performed so good 
a work will be the fitting reward of noble minds. 

SMALL POX HOSPITAL. 

Tables A to E inclusive will give you a history of the 
medical business of this Hospital. It should be borne in 
mind that the patients who are brought here suffering from 
this disease are amongst the very worst of cases. 

The new Hospital, now nearly completed, will be a credit 
to yourselves and to the citizens of New York. It will ac- 
commodate all classes, separate from each other, where they 
can have all the conveniences and comforts of home. The 
upper story is divided into private rooms for gentlemen or 
ladies, where they can enjoy all the privacy and more at- 
tention than they could command in their own houses. 

ALMS HOUSE HOSPITAL. 

The same amount of disease, and attended with the same 
amount of mortality as in 1853 and 1854, will be the result 
for 1855. I have again to call your attention to the crowd- 
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ed condition of these bnildings, particularly that portion of 
them occupied by the women and children. A separate 
place for these children and their mothers should, in my 
opinion, be erected and set apart for their exclusive use. 
The mortality at the Alms House was 4y\ i)er cent., but it 
should be remembered that this Institution is peopled by 
the old and worn out, as well as br feeble and diseased in- 
fancy. Many are sent from other Instinitions. in a hopeless 
state of chronic disease; medicine can do them no good, and 
sooner or later they die. There is greai want of proper 
ventilation in the Alms Houses. No deenee of medical or 
non-medical attention can obviate the serious difiSculties 
arising from this pregnant source of sickness and death. 
Your Alms House buildings are over-crowded and improp- 
erly ventilated. 

The subjoined tables will afiFord the proper explanation of 
the past year's medical business. 

WORK HOUSE. 

During the last few months the cleanliness, ventilation, 
order, and discipline of the AVork House have been greatly 
improved, which can have but a salutary effect on the future 
sickness and mortality of that Institution. The mortality 
on the cases of disease treated during the past year is 36 y"^ 
per cent. The tables herewith attached will show the year's 
medical business. 

The medical and non-medical ofiScers of the Penitentiary 
Hospital should not be forgotten. During all the labors of 
the last year I have had their efficient and hearty co-operation. 
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Drs. Thomas, Terry, Baylies, Henriquez, Finn, Studdiford, 
Reed, Hurd, Abrahams, Plourpoy, Magoffin, and White are, 
as the staff usually has been, deserving of your praise and 
attention. 

The Steward, Mr. Benjamin B. Sibell, has, as in the year 
1854, pursued an industrious, efficient course of conduct. 
He is an able officer in his present position. 

The Apothecary, Mr. John Atkinson, appointed last May, 
has proved himself, thus far, an efficient officer. 

Your Honorable Board saw fit, during the last fall, to ap- 
point Mr. Samuel G. Butler Clerk of the Penitentiary Hos- 
pital. The able manner in which he has discharged the -du- 
ties of his department speak, more loudly than I can, in his 
praise. 

And now. Gentlemen, in conclusion, permit me to thank 
you in the sincerest manner for the many favors you have 
shown me, and for the truly noble manner in which the last 
year's Committee and your Honorable Board have sustained 
and advanced the onward interests of this Institution.

To the Governors of the Alms House Department: 

New York, January 1, 1856. 
Gentlemen, 

I herewith transmit my Annual Report on the sanitary 
state and statistics of the Department of the City Prison 
under my charge. 

The year has passed, happily, without any visitation of 
the Cholera, and I am pleased to say that the Prison main- 
tains the character for salubrity, I have before had occasion 
to give it. We had a little prevalence of Diarrhoea and 
Dysentery during the autumn, and of late a few cases of 
wounds have been followed by Erysipelas. They were mild, 
and easily yielded to appropriate treatment; and neither that 
nor anv other infectious disease has extended itself within 
the walls of the Institution. During the last very cold 
spell, several persons have been admitted, laboring under 
the eflfects of frost, local and general, and some of the deaths 
have been due to this cause. None has occurred from dis- 
ease originating in the Prison, and most of the fatal cases 
have been brought in in a moribund condition. 
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trates, to this grand central depot for cases of Insanity, for 
examination by your Physician, 681 cases of real or suppos- 
ed Lunacy, as will more fully appear by the following tab- 
ular statement of the manner in which such cases have been 
disposed of. I would respectfully invite your attention to 
the vigilance which has been exercised in investigating the 
history of persons not really chargeable to this County, es- 
caping or imported from other States and Counties, such as 
it was practicable to so dispose of, having invariably been 
returned to their proper place of residence, and much bui*- 
then and expense to the Insane Institution under your charge 
thereby avoided.

The series of valuable improvements made in the Prison, 
since the accession of Mr. John Gray to the Wardenship, 
have been, by your liberality, steadily progressing. Several 
of them, as the paving of the whole yard with square 
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granite blocks; the construction, on the female side, of the 
new, dry, warm and commodious House of Reception for 
unfortunate inebriates, &c., have, in my opinion, materially 
conduced to the improvement of the general Hygeine of the 
Institution and to the comfort of its inmates. 

Notwithstanding the change made in the officers of the 
2d District Prison, at JeflFerson Market, I am happy to be 
able to repeat the eulogium passed last year upon its clean- 
liness and salubrity. 

Nothing can be urged against the 3d District Prison, at 
Essex Market, under its present management, except the 
" offensive feature" alluded to in my last yearns report. 

The recently constructed ** Lock-up," at Yorkville, cannot, 
I regret to say, be commended either for its construction 
or locality. 

I regret to be again obliged to call attention to the very 
objectionable manner in which Lunatics proper are convey- 
ed to the Asylum, in company with riotous prisoners, ine- 
briates, &c., in the Prison Van. It is certainly desirable, 
either that the Van be partitioned off, so as, at least, to 
separate the sexes, or that some other mode be adopted, to 
attain the object. 

In closing my seventh Annual Report to the Governors, 
and in the 9th year of my connection with the City Prisons, 
I am again happy to acknowledge the friendly relations 
entertained towards me by the officers attached to those 
Institutions. 
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I again return my thanks to your Honorable Body, for 
your kindness personally evinced, and for the promptitude 
with which you have complied with my requisitions, which 
I trust have been satisfactory.

LUJS^ATIC ASYLUM. 



To the Honorable the Board op Governors of the 
Mms House: 

Gentlemen, 

I will present, as briefly as possible, the principal events 
which have occurred in this Asylum during the year, and 
suggest sucli improvements as yet seem to be required. 

There were at the commencement of the past year 555 
patients, which number added to those admitted (371) gives 
926 as the total under treatment in 1855. Of the whole 
number, 253 were discharged — of which 200 had recovered, 
42 im])roved, and 11 were unimproved. The number of 
deaths were 100, leaving 573 patients in the Institution at 
the present date. There has been a daily average of 574 
inmates in the Asylum during the year. 

Xo epidemic has prevailed, and but little sickness. There 
has also been an immunity from any serious casualty, with 
the exception of one case of accidental drowning. For 
several months past the patients have been much more or- 
derly and quiet than at any previous period since my con- 
nection with the Institution. 
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The most decided improvement ever made in this Asylum 
has been consummated the past year. I refer to the entire 
removal of prisoners, not only from their immediate connec- 
tion with the Insane, but from the Institution. 

From 1826 to 1847 the work of, the Asylum was perform- 
ed, and the principal charge of its inmates taken, by persons 
transferred from the diflferent penal Institutions on the 
Island. 

At the commencement of the year last named, six of that 
class were employed in each of the halls, and between fifty 
and sixty engaged as domestics about the building. One 
fourth of the whole number at the Asylum being convicts, 
the Institution diflfered but little in its morak from a prison. 
It was urged upon the Common Council "That the same 
individuals who were committed in the City as criminals, 
and required an armed keeper in the Penitentiary, were 
sent here to take charge of a class who require the most 
mild and soothing treatment." But the memorials sent so- 
liciting a change in the system produced no eflfect 

The first step towards improvement in this respect was 
taken in 1850, while Governors Pinkney and Townsend were 
the Committee. Three of the halls were placed under the 
immediate and entire care of six attendants, (two in each 
hall.) Since that period the changes have been gradual, but 
some advancement was constantly made until the past year, 
when the desired end was attained — all the prisoners being 
returned, and a suflScient number of attendants and hired 
persons appointed to do the work. 
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The effect of this change is very marked. The patients 
can be allowed greater liberty, without the danger of their 
mingling with improper associates; are much more quiet 
and orderly in the halls; the drunken revels of prisoners, 
occasionally occurring at night, and which could not be pre- 
vented, are no longer heard, and the general appearance of 
the Institution has assumed a character more in accordance 
with its high and holy objects. It is a necessary substruc- 
ture for future improvements. 

Several repairs and alterations worthy of note have been 
made. A large portion of the roof of the south wing has 
been newly tinned. Previously, whenever a severe storm 
occurred, the rain passed from the attic to the basement. 

By the expenditure of nearly 6,000 dollars in painting, 
the general appearance of the building has undergone much 
improvement. Stoves, which are now in use during the day 
only, have been supplied for the rooms in the octagon, and 
for those of the south wing. I deem them unsafe, but less 
so than the open grates formerly used. Not only is less fuel 
required, but the rooms are much more thoroughly warmed. 

The entire arrangements for heating the buildings are sad- 
ly defective. When, however, the cook and wash house, 
now in contemplation, is erected, the necessary apparatus for 
heating the Asylum with steam will probably be furnishecj. 
This will require considerable outlay, for there is no cheap 
method of properly aijd safely warming a large Institution 
for the Insane. 

There should be in the halls no fires to which the patients 
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could have access. Steam or hot water, passing through 
iron pipes, connected with a boiler in a building at some 
distance from that to be warmed, is the only sure and effect- 
ive course known. When this is done, it removes all neces- 
sity for using stoves, grates, or furnaces, and thus precludes 
all danger of fire from these sources. As an additional se- 
curity against fire, another watchman has been appointed, 
so that now, one can be constantly on duty, night and day. 

The dietary of the house is better, and the quality of cloth- 
ing furnished the patients is superior to that allowed in pre- 
vious years. 

The out-door Avork has been performed by the patients, 
under the direction of a gardener. A large quantity of pro- 
duce has been raised, so that the patients were supplied for 
some time with fresh vegetables of their own cultivation. 
The grounds of the Asylum have not only undergone many 
improvements, but have been considerably extended by fill- 
ing in the low lands. Besides the advantages from exercise 
to the physical system, and to the mind by engaging the at- 
tention on something foreign to the delusibn, there is a di- 
rect benefit, from the feeling on the part of the patient that 
the growth is dependent on his care and labor, and that he 
possesses a kind of ownership in its existence. The good 
condition of the vegetable and flower gardens during the 
past summer affords conclusive proof of the industry of the 
patients. 

The beneficial effect of moral treatment has been strongly 
manifested the past year. This has been owing, in a great

measure, to the reception of a better class of patients, who, 
during convalescence, have contributed much to the enter- 
tainment and amusement of the inmates. The object has 
been to call into action, for the common good, all of the avail- 
able talent. This, wherever found, has been encouraged and 
developed, and has met with its reward both in the emphatic 
applause of fellow-patients, and in the silent reactive good 
effected upon the individual himself. Literature, oratory, 
music, and the fine arts have each had their representative. 
Profound works have been composed, mystic poetry written, 
stirring appeals to patriotism made, knotty law points dis- 
cussed, and more than all, music of a truly superior order 
has freely lent its charm, and added to the general amuse- 
ment. Concerts, of which a piano forte, two violins, and a 
guitar constituted the orchestral part; and parties, enliven- 
ed by dancing, singing, story-telling, &c., have been held as 
often as two or three times a week, in the parlor or in one 
of the halls. Some of these re-unions will be long remem- 
bered with peculiar interest, both by the patients and friends 
of the Institution, who have participated in them. 

New Yearns Day, Fourth of July, Thanksgiving, and Christ- 
mas were appropriately observed. The oration delivered 
by one of the inmates on the Fourth, is a creditable produc- 
tion. The reading of the Declaration of Independence, the 
music, and the original ode, would compare favorably with 
the usual ceremonies on similar occasions. About 350 pa- 
tients joined in the celebration. 

One of the most pleasant and interesting of our amuse- 
ments has been the holding of " Moot Courts.'^ Many could 
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directly participate in these, either as plaintiff, defendant, 
counsel, witness, judge, or juryman. 

The minor offences alone were tried by this Supreme 
Court of Blackwell's Island. The Judge, noted for benevo- 
lence and wealth, and preferring to pay the damages rather 
than have any one suffer from the uncertainty of the law, 
gave decisions (unlike those of the City Courts) satisfactory 
to both parties. In fact, he was conscious that his philan- 
thropic spirit was the source of many embarrassments to him- 
self, and stated as a reason for being sent here, " That he 
was just carrying into effect a favorite project of establish- 
ing a bank, with a capital of five hundred millions of dollars, 
in each of the large cities, to accommodate young men who, 
wishing to engage in business, were unable to give security 
for the money or pay the interest." These trials having 
never been given to the Law Reporters, the decisions are 
lost to future jurists, as a matter of reference. 

Books and newspapers have been at all times freely fur- 
nished to those who were inclined to read. 

The engravings contributed the past year, and which at 
present adorn the Halls, have a very salutary influence. 
They render the apartments much more cheerful in appear- 
ance, and even some of the demented, who previously ex- 
hibited very little interest in anything, now examine them 
with considerable attention. 

When the weather was pleasant, from two-thirds to three- 
fourths of the patients passed more or less time in the open 
air, under the immediate charge of the attendants. 
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The same state of things which required the extension of 
the Asylum Buildings last year, still exists, inasmuch as there 
is necessarily a yearly increase in the numbers of the Insti- 
tution. 

I understand that an appropriation has already been call- 
ed for by your Honorable Board, to erect a Wash and 
Cook House, and that it is in contemplation to have the 
l^uilding commenced early in the spring. When completed, 
it will greatly facilitate operations in the domestic and cu- 
linary departments. 

At present there is no drying-room, and, if the weather be 
unpleasant, the proper time for changing the clothing of the 
patients is unavoidably delayed. 

The receiving of the alleged insane who are under indict- 
ments for the commission of homicidal acts, is a growing 
evil that requires your attention. The law now directs the 
transfer of this class to the State Asylum, at Utica, on 
obtaining a verdict that the offence was the result of insani- 
ty. But the spirit of the law is avoided occasionally, by 
having the verdict given as to the present condition of 
mind, without referring to its condition at the commission 
of the act, and an order issued by the Court for the deten- 
tion of the person in this Asylum until his mind is restored, 
when he must be returned for a second trial. 

If insanity really exist, it is frequently of long standing; 
the probability, therefore, is small that the patient will ever 
be sent back to the Court; on the contrary, it is almost cer- 
tain that he will remain for life a resident of the Institution. 
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If the insanity be feigned, there is no security against an 
escape, as proper arrangements were never made here for 
the safe keeping of that class. 

Within the year two persons have been admitted who are 
under indictments for murder, and the influence upon the 
other patients from such admissions is decidedly bad. 

I have called your attention several times to the import- 
ance of having one salaried Assistant Physician, which sub- 
ject will again be presented in the early part of the coming 
year. 

In my last Annual Report I refer to the claim which this 
City has upon the State, for the support of a large number 
of the insane who are not citizens. Justice to our tax- 
payers requires a full explanation on this point. The prin- 
ciple upon which the claim is based has already been ac- 
knowledged by the State, for in 1816 an annuity of $10,000 
was granted to the Bloomingdale Asylum, which sum was 
to be continued until 1857. 

At the time of the grant, the Bloomingdale Asylum was 
the only one in the State, and having subsequently received 
for a number of years a portion of the pauper insane, it was 
justly entitled to an allowance for their support. Since 
1839, however, the New York City Asylum has become the 
great receptacle of the pauper insane, not only of residents 
proper, but of many who have never gained a permanent 
residence in this city. Probably one-third of those now in 
the Asylum have no valid claim whatever upon our citizens 
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for their maintenaace, except on the ground of humanity. 
It is well understood that the Commissioners of Emigration 
profess to defray the expenses of immigrants during the first 
five years after their arrival in New York, and that their 
insane are sent to this Asylum. If an immigrant who has 
lived four years and nine months in an adjoining county be- 
come insane, he is immediately committed by the Commis- 
sioners to this Institution. Should the city be fortunate, 
the payment of board will be continued for three months, 
but all further expenses of support must come directly from 
the citizens. Even should the patient remain the five years 
for which the Commissioners are responsible, no benefit 
whatever can result to the Institution, inasmuch as the ex- 
penses of support are fully equal to the amount received. 

For the last three years there has been from this source an 
annual average of eighteen persons becoming chargeable to 
the city, most of whom will reside in the Asylum for life. 

Moreover, there are many patients who truly belong to 
the Commissioners, but from an inability to ascertain the 
name of the ship or date of arrival, they become at once 
dependent on our charity. 

Lunatics belonging to the difterent counties of the State 
are frequently admitted, and continue a long time in the 
Asylum before it can be ascertained where they had previ- 
ously resided. In addition to the larg^ amount annually 
raised and expended in the support of those who properly 
belong to the State, the City has been largely taxed for the 
erection and improvements of the State Asylum at Utica,

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from which it derives no benefit, unless by partially pre- 
venting the lunatics of other counties wandering here. 

The present seems a proper time for action in this matter, 
as the renewal of the annuity of the Bloomingdale Asylum 
will not probably be urged, since the income from the pa- 
tients of that Asylum is suflScient to meet its expenditures * 
and from its being no longer used for the reception of the 
poor. The records of each year show that several patients 
were received directly from that Asylum, probably in con- 
sequence of their means of support having been exhausted. 

If legislative aid be extended to other similar institu- 
tions in the State, it is not clear why it should be withheld 
from this. Justice to our City, and the claims of that class 
which, when coming from other quarters, have been yearly

From this it will be seen that there remains a balance of $3,128 18, after 
deducting the $40,000 given by the State. A considerable amount was ex- 
pended last year in the extension of the buildings, which appears to have 
been paid by the Bubscriptions of private citizens. 
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xecognised, demand that this Institution should equally 
participate in whatever charities the enlightened liberality 
of the State may bestow upon the insane. It is not the 
"rich, but the poor, who need charitable aid. Can there be 
^ny good reason why this City should support non-residents, 
xeceived through the various means already alluded to ? If 
emigration from Europe prove beneficial, and the State re- 
ceive an equal share of the gain, certainly it should bear its 
part in the disadvantages resulting therefrom. The com- 
mon principles of equity require an allowance suflBcient to 
maintain at least one third of the inmates now supported by 
the City in this Asylum. 

I would respectfully urge upon your Honorable Board 
such action in the premises, either through the Representa- 
tives of the City or otherwise, as will tend to bring this 
subject to the notice and favorable consideration of our pres- 
ent Legislature. 

The oflScers, with few exceptions, have faithfully perform- 
ed their duties, and promptly carried out my wishes. 

Religious services have been continued as heretofore, and 
with beneficial results. 

The Reverends Z. Searle, C. E. Phelps, and Father 
Brady, have each in their turn oflSciated. 

To those kind friends who, by donations of engravings, 
books, newspapers, geological specimens, &c., during the 
past year, have added so much to the amusement and 
interest of the patients; our united thanks are given. May 
the same benevolent spirit be continued in them, and extend- 
ed to others. 
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The Assistant Physicians, Drs. J. V. Lansing and F. A. 
Smith, have faithfully discharged their professional duties, 
and are worthy of high commendation. 

Upon entering the tenth year of my connection with this 
Institution, I cannot but contrast its present condition and 
prospects with those of the past. In taking a retrospect of 
that long period, many dark hours are recalled, but many of 
my earnest hopes have been realized. 

In realizing these, and in effecting changes the good 
results of which are now so plainly evident, the Visiting 
Physicians have essentially contributed. 

Our Committee, Governors Henry and Taylor, will be 
remembered not only by the recipients of their favor, but by 
all interested in the insane, for the change in the police ar- 
rangemente, forming an epoch never to be forgotten whHe 
the records of the Asylum exist. 

In conclusion, gentlemen, permit me to acknowledge the 
many personal favors received from you, and your ready ac- 
quiescence in every measure calculated to improve the con- 
dition of the insane.

The undersigned respectfully presents the following, as 
his Report of the Nursery Hospital for the year 1855. 

There weie remaining in the Hospital, at the close of the 
last year, 202 patients; there had been admitted 2,108. 202 
have died, and 237 are remaining. The average weekly 
census has been 258. The per centage of mortality is 9^. 

Of those who have died, 135 were admitted to the Hos- 
pital from Quarantine, where they were received sick from 
the city, or became so shortly after their arrival. 150 were 
between 2 and 5 years of age. 

Annexed hereto is a table, showing the diseases of those 
who have died, with a tabular statement of their ages. 

Scarlet Fever and Measles appeared simultaneously among 
the children in April last, numbering during the months of 
April and May, 215 cases. This Epidemic, which, with 
some mitigation in intensity, has continued until the present 
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time, has increased oui' bill of mortality, not only directly, 
but by its complications and the constitutional diseases 
which it has served to develope. . 

One case of Small-Pox has been received from the city 
and transferred to Blackwell's Island. No case has occur- 
red in the Institution. 

Our sick children in the Hospital and the young children 
in the Nursery have been remembered in this, as in former 
years, by a few benevolent ladies, who have discovered a 
method of doing much good, in the very simple and pleasing 
way of furnishing means of enjoyment and recreation to 
hundreds of dependent children. The annual distribution 
of Dolls and Toys, by Mrs. A. H. Gibbons, proves of great 
service, and furnishes these children their only relief to the 
monotony of the daily routine of such attentions as must 
necessarily prove a poor substitute for the loss of a fond 
mother's care and caresses. 

The supply of means of systematic amusement to these 
young and invalid children would, in my judgment, greatly 
promote their health and happiness. 

My Assistants, Drs. A. Wilkinson and C. Knight, have 
devoted themselves with untiring zeal to the interests of 
this Department, and are worthy of honorable mention. 

Death, who spares no age or profession, has called us 
to mourn the loss of one of our number during the past year. 
Dr. Edward H. Kimball fell suddenly a victim of disease 
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contracted while in the discharge of his professional duties, 
in April last. He was a young man of great moral worth 
and high attai^ments, having just completed his term of hos- 
pital service, in the enjoyment of high hopes; he was about 
executing his already formed plans for the future, when, 
almost without warning, he was called to close his earthly 
career. His loss has been deeply felt by us, as well as by 
his large circle of friends. 

In justice to my own feelings, I cannot forbear expressing 
gratitude to the Board of Governors for kindness and 
sympathy shown to me during a period of severe illness.

The Shoemakers' and Tailors' Shops, in charge of Mr. 
Robert McGee, have been employed in making and mending 
shoes and clothing for the prisoners, and Randall's Island 
children, as follows:

The Carpenters, in charge of Mr. Wm. H. Dow, have 
been employed in fitting up the Penitentiary Hospital Cook- 
house, and water closets, tanks, and other jobbing connected 
therewith; laying floors, setting partitions, and finishing the 
New Small-Pox Hospital; and have also made a large num- 
ber of buckets for Prison use, and kids sent to Store: mak- 
ing wheel-barrows, carts, fitting window frames in Prison, 
besides repairs and general jobbing connected with the Peni- 
tentiary and Penitentiary Hospital. 

The Masons, in charge of Mr. Abraham Quick, have been 
employed in completing the New Small-Pox Hospital; build- 
ing the Penitentiary Hospital Cook-house, and Chimney- 
stack attached to the boiler there; and Sewers for the Cook- 
house, Hospital, and New Small-Pox Hospital. 
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The Stone Cutters, in charge of Mr. James Mahoney, 
have cut and dressed the stone for the New Pmall-Pox Hos- 
pital, Penitentiary Hospital Cook-house, and for general 
use. 

The Quarries have been under the charge of Mesgrt^. 
Philip E. Brown and John De Mott, Quarrymasters, and 
have furnished all the stone for the new wing of the Hospi- 
tal at Bellevue, Penitentiary Hospital Cook-house, Reser- 
voir, New Sraall-Pox Hospital, and for use in general. 

The entire Prison has been refitted with new window 
frames and sash, where necessary, and the old ones thoroughly 
repaired. A building, 53 feet square, has been erected near 
the West end of the Penitentiary Hospital, for a Cook- 
house, Laundry, and Store-room, and fitted up with a Boiler 
of 25 horse-power, which is used to drive two steam pumps, 
one to draw salt water from the river and force it into tanks, 
in the centre building of the Hospital — to be distributed 
through the building for bathing, flooding water closets, &c.: 
the other to supply water to the boiler from the well. Hot 
water and steam is also forced from the boiler to various 
parts of the Hospital, for the use of patients there. A large 
Cooking Apparatus has also been placed in the building, 
supplied with steam from the boiler, which affords every 
facility desired for the proper cooking for the inmates. 
New Water Closets have been erected on each end of the 
Hospital, the height of the building, and sewers built con- 
necting them with the river, at a considerable expense; but 
they have fully answered all expectations, and removed all 
difficulties heretofore attending the use of water closets at 
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the Hospital. The Hospital, throughout, has been painted 
inside and out, where required, and placed in good repair; 
and increased in capacity by the accommodation afforded by 
the new Cook-house. 

The New Small-Pox Hospital has been enclosed, and is 
now nearly completed — the second and third stories being 
trimmed out, and the white mortar on: and, in my opinion, 
will be ready to receive patients on the 1st day of March 
next. A large sewer has been constructed of brick, to con- 
nect the water closets, &c., with the river. 

The number of Females in the Prison during the year lias 
been small in comparison with previous years, as, with but 
few exceptions, all the Police Prisoners have been transfer- 
red to the Workhouse: those at the Penitentiary have been 
employed in general house-work of the Institution, and 
washing for the prisoners; and also washing for the pris- 
oners and inmates of the Penitentiary Hospital. A small 
portion have been employed in making and mending cloth- 
ing; knitting stockings for the prisoners, and also for the 
children at Randall's Island. 

I would respectfully call the attention of your Honorable 
Body to the recommendation of the former Warden, Joseph 
Keen, Esq., contained in his Report for the last year, recom- 
mending the erection of a building, or addition to the Car- 
penter's shop, to be used as a Carpenter's, Blacksmith's, 
Shoemaker's and Tailor's shop — the building now occupied 
by them to be used as a stable, barn, <fec.; its speedy comple- 
tion would be of essential benefit to the Institution, and 
materially improve the appearance of the grounds, by the 
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removal of the old aud unsightly wooden buildings now used 
for such purposes, and for which they are entirely unfitted. 

I would also call attention to the necessity of soon provid- 
ing room for an additional number of prisoners, as the Pris- 
on for the males is inadequate for their accommodation, 
and nearly one half of the Female Prison is at present occu- 
pied by males, which, of necessity, brings the prisoners in 
sight of each other in going from and returning to Prison; 
and is, in a great measure, subversive of the proper and cor- 
rect discipline, so imperatively necessary to maintain in a 
Penal Institution; and renders the utmost vigilance and 
severity necessary to preserve order at night, and at other 
times, when all the prisoners are in their cells. 

On the 2Tth August last, I appointed Mr. Robert G. 
Walmsley, Deputy Warden, who has discharged the duties 
of the position with great ability, zeal, and attention. 

In conclusion, permit me to say, that the Keepers aud 
Guards of this Department, since I have had charge, have 
rendered mc very valuable aid in promoting and enforcing 
the discipline of the Prison.

There have been interred in the New City Cemetery, 
Ward's Island, from the Ist of January to the 31st day of 
December, inclusive, 3,754 persons, as are exhibited in a 
table annexed, marked A . 

A beautiful stone vault has been erected during the past 
year on the ground of the City Cemetery. The dimensions 
and conveniences are on a liberal scale, and will admit, and 
keep in good condition, a large number of bodies, giving us 
time to notify relatives or friends of the deceased, and an 
opportunity to remove them to a more favorite burial place. 
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There has been erected a brick building 24x40 feet, two 
stories high, within the last four months, for the conven- 
ience of steam boilers and a drying room, which is connect- 
ed with the washing department. It is now nearly com- 
pleted and in successful operation, and I am happy to say 
it performs the work equal to my expectations. We have 
been enabled to dry thoroughly in this room the largest 
washing (with one or two exceptions) ever performed in the 
Institution. Hitherto complaints have been made by our 
Physician that, in wet, cold, stormy weather, the clothes were 
often damp, and exposed the children to disease and in- 
creased the number in the Hospital; but, I trust, with our 
present facilities, we can at all times give them not only 
dry, but clean clothes, preventing sickness and making them 
more comfortable. 

A wood building, 12 x 20 feet, has been built this year, 
for the convenience and preservation of a fire engine, hose 
cart, and hose, which have been received and are now in 
good working order. 

The old farm house has been very generally and thor- 
oughly repaired during the summer months, and is now in 
tenantable condition. 

The plan adopted by your Honorable Body for ventilating 
the sleeping apartments of the children, is simple, cheap, 
and has made great improvement in the atmosphere. Two 
of the sleeping rooms over the dining hall, for the largest 
boys, have had ventilating flues or pipes put up, and are 
now in operation, performing a great work. We are also, 
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In the Quarantine Depai*tment the little girls have made 

during the year 4,686 eye towels.

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In additiou to the foregoing, I would also present jou a 
statement of the operations of the Bake House since it came 
under my control, on the 1st of February, 1855, showing the 
number of barrels of Wheat and Rye Flour, as well as of 
}>oiinds of Indian Meal, baked up to the 31st of December: 

Wheat Flour 7,920 bbk 

Rye •• 271 " 

ludian Meal 113,992 lbs. 

Prom the alcove there were baked 2.104,068 lbs. of Bread. 

Since I have had the Bake House under my charge, I have 
had it entirely fenced in. and by so doing I have been ena- 
bled to keep the Bake House free from inmates that for- 
merlv resorted there, and savinor a larsre amount of bread that 
Otherwise would have been taken awav. 

I have had also a great many alterations made inside the 
Bake House. The first floor, that was occupied as a Sleeping 
Room for the men. as well as a Bread Room and Flour Room, 
is now occupied as a Flour and Bread Room only, the men 
now sleeping in the upper story. In making these altera- 
tions. I can now store awav 1.000 barrels of Flour — as before 
we could only put in about 500 — and have plenty of room 
for the bread. 

I have one other alteration to make, and then I think the 
Bake House will be complete: that is making Binns over 
the Bread and Flour Room, so as to have the flour mixed 
l>efore it goes down to the troughs, thereby saving a great 
vleal of labor as well as flour: under the present arrange- 
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ments there is a good deal of flour wasted, by opening the 
flour in the Bake Room, that cannot be very well avoided. 

I would also state, that since we have made the altera- 
tions in the ovens to burn coal instead of wood, there is a 
saving of over 25 per cent, in fuel. 

I would respectfully call your attention to the subject of 
a Store House on the Dock, built of stone, which would be 
more secure from fire, a greater convenience for receiving 
goods, and would relieve the Alms House, by giving them 
more room. 

There is one other subject to which I would call your at- 
tention; that is the Steamboat Dock. The Boat has great 
difficulty in landing at low tides. 

You will observe that the amount of stock on hand is 
much larger than it was last year, on account of the large 
quantity of Oats, Hay, Straw, Potatoes, and Lumber bought 
in December. 

Accompanying this you will find a tabular statement, show- 
ing the amount of goods distributed to each Institution 
monthly; also, a similar table, showing the monthly receipts 
of goods from the diflFerent Departments. 

All of which is respectfully submitted.

WOEK HOUSE. 



Office op the Work House, 
Blackwell's Island, December Z\st. 1855. 

To the Governors of the Alm^ Home: 

Gentlemen, 

The undersigned has the honor most respectfully to report 
to your Honorable Body the number of persons remaining 
in the Work House on the 31st of December, 1855, which is 
as follows:

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The undersigned assumed the charge of the Institution on 
the 16th July, 1855, and, on entering upon his duties, com- 
menced making such alterations as he deemed necessary and 
proper for the better government of the Institution. 

The Females were transferred from the south into the 
north wing of the Building, and the cause for so doing was 
obvious; the sleeping apartments in the south wing not 
being of a uniform size, those on the lower story being cal- 
culated for four persons, while those on the second story for 
twelve and fourteen, and the third story for twenty-six, which 
I deemed entirely too large to carry out the intention of 
the founders, the reformation of the inmates, as well as the 
good government of the Institution; while the sleeping 
apartments in the north wing are all of one size, calculated 
for four persons, which is infinitely better and works well. 

In making the change, the undersigned considered it prop- 
er to discontinue the use of Straw Beds, and introduced sack- 
ing bottoms as a substitute, thereby causing a large saving in 
straw, bed ticking, and muslin for sheets, besides the exter- 
mination of fleas, which were annoying to the occupants of 
the same, they being well pleased with the change. 

Two Dining Rooms have been fitted up in the Cross 
Buildings,"at the north and south extremities of the main 
Building, for the inmates; and the range of tables removed 
from the Halls, which the undersigned believes to be a 
salutary improvement. 

One of the lower rooms in the Cross Building, at the north 
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end, has been fitted up in a comfortable and convenient 
manner, with Washing and Bathing apparatus, for the use 
of the inmates, and as a Reception Room for those daily 
received, and Examining Room for the Physician. The op- 
posite room, on the same floor, has been neatly fitted up for 
the Office and Store Room of the Institution — a change 
decidedly convenient and important; inasmuch that, pre- 
vious to the change, every person having business at the 
Department necessarily was compelled to pass directly 
through the front entrance of the building. 

The Hospitals have been reversed, and a new Apothecary 
Shop fitted up, and are in excellent condition. 

The grounds on the east side of the Island have been 
steadily worked and improved, as time and opportunity 
offered; the fence that divided the space between the two 
wings on the east side has been removed, not deeming it of 
any service. The grounds at the north end of the Building 
have been much improved, and a fine road running across 
the Island, in front of the Contract Shop, has been begun 
and nearly completed. 

Steam has been introduced in the Kitchen for cooking 
purposes, being found far superior to the old mode of cook- 
ing with a wood fire, and is decidedly a saving to the De- 
partment. 

The undersigned would respectfully recommend that the 
addition to the Contract Shop be completed early in the 
spring, as there are three hundred inmates employed on the 
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contract, besides some seventy hired persons, employed by 
Mr. Chapman, the Contractor; consequently the present 
building is somewhat crowded. 

I would also recommend that the large cells in the Male 
Department be immediately sub-divided, to correspond with 
those in the Female Department, which have the capacity 
for four persons, (three more than there should be). 

The undersigned would further recommend the erection 
of a building, one hundred and fifty feet long by forty wide, 
three stories in height, for Carpenter, Blacksmith, Wheel- 
wright. Cooper and Paint Shops, to be built on the east 
side, and parallel with the Island. 

The building commenced early in the year, intended for a 
Boat House, is now completed; but, in consequence of a 
reef of rocks, extending along the entire front, to the dis- 
tance of sixty feet out in the river, will not be available for 
the purpose for which it was intended, until the obstruction 
named above is removed. I shall endeavor to do so as early 
as possible. 

The proceeds arising from Ike employment of the male 
and female inmates, under contract with Mr. Chapman, have 
steadily increased since the month of July, from five hun- 
dred dollars to one thousand dollars per month; and were 
it not for the discharges of those that have worked from ten 
to twenty days, and the transferring to the Hospital of those 
but slightly diseased, that have recently commenced work in 
the shop, the receipts would be much larger. I would there- 
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fore respectfully recommend that no person be discharged or 
transferred to the Hospital that can be treated at this Insti- 
tution, until they have completed thirty days' labor; being 
fully satisfied that if this principle is adopted, it will be a 
benefit to the Department, and fully carry out the original 
design of a Work House. 

The undersigned deemed it proper, for the better security 
of the Prison, to remove the basket iron framework in front 
of the windows in the male Prison, and substitute 1 J inch 
iron bars, which we find to be a decided improvement, (no 
escapes although attempted). 

The building is now clean and healthy, but very much in 
want of several good coats of paint throughout, especially 
the walls in front building. 

The undersigned would respectfully state, that there has 
been paid to persons committed to the Institution, whom he 
considered worthy a consideration beyond the simple fare of 
the Department, eight hundred and thirty-seven dollars 
and three cents, for which vouchers are filed in the oflBce 
below. 

I would respectfully tender to Mr. Charles Smyth, the 
able and efficient Clerk, who has so faithfully performed the 
arduous duties devolved upon him, my sincere thanks. 

Mr. Samuel Reynolds, the Deputy Superintendent, and the 
Officers generally, are entitled to favorable mention for the 
faithful performance of their various duties.

In conchision, the undersigned has the gratification to 
state that the Institution has been unusually healthy, and it 
is now in fine order and condition; the inmates are well fed 
and clothed. He invites inspection; and if he has not been 
enabled to accomplish all the improvements and reforms he 
has desired, he has done as much as a well-intended zeal and 
close attention could accomplish.

maral condition of this class of people will be found to be 
greatly improved. 

The last year an unusually large number have gone out to 
good places at service, and so orderly has been the Institu- 
tion that not one has been committed for disorderly conduct: 
and none, not even the most degraded, when admitted, over 
whom a salutary influence could not, to some extent, be 
exerted. 

Consumption, in some one of its varied forms, continues 
to be the prevailing disease, and that which terminates the 
lives of the largest portion of our inmates; this year it has 
been unusually great; indeed, at one time our Hospital was 
almost exclusively tenanted hj phthisis csLses] for these, al- 
though little remains to, be done in a medical point of view, 
a wide field of usefulness is opened to the Christian philan- 
thropist. 

The number of children sent us from your Department, it 
will be seen, for this last three years, has been constantly 
on the increase. These are children generally who have 
one or more patents, and for whom no other provision seems 
to be made. For the most part of the time our nursery has 
been full, and should this continue to be the case, it may be 
necessary for our Board of Managers to provide more exten- 
sively for their accommodation. 

The School connected with this department is still in suc- 
cessful operation, although frequently so short is the time 
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of their remaining in the Institution, that but little progress 
IS made in any branch of instruction — no opportunity being 
allowed to pass to put them out in the country, or otherwise 
to good places. 

We are still feeling (as does every public Institution,) the 
evils resulting from the high prices of all kinds of provisions; 
and, had it not been for the continued liberality of our 
friends, we should find it impossible to get along. 

In consequence of a protracted fit of illness during the 
past year, a more than usual amount of duty, in connection 
with the Hospital, has devolved upon my assistant, Dr. 
Benjamin Lee; and the faithfulness with which his arduous 
duties have been performed, not only is highly creditable to 
him, but has called forth the warm approbation of the Board, 
as well as my own individual thanks; and also to J. S. 
Thebaud, M. D.,one of the Consulting Surgeons of the Insti- 
tution, for his continued and valuable services during that 
period.

In a review of the past year, the Managers of the Colored 
Orphan Asylum feel renewedly called to acknowledge Hi? 
goodness, who has sustained them in their varied duties and 
responsibilities, and enabled them to provide a comfortable 
support and healthful accommodations for a family of 233 
children. 

In their last Report, the Managers congratulated them- 
selves on being released from debt, for the third time since 
the foundation of the Institution in 1836; but, before it was 
fairly issued, assessment bills amounting to |2,100 were found 
to be due, $1,200 of which required immediate payment. 
These have since been cancelled by the cit}^ authorities; and 
a Legislative grant, recently received, now enables the Mana- 
gers to report themselves again out of debt. 

The extension of the south wing, for the especial accom- 
modation of the Nursery Department, and the enlargement 
of the basement, has been completed this year, and is found 
to be an important improvement. 

Arrangements are now making for the introduction of gas. 
which is looked forward to as highly promotive of cleanli- 
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'teachers' report.

MARY B. HILL. 
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Two African boys were admitted this year under the fol- 
lowing circumstances: 

A French ship was wrecked on the coast of Long Island, 
having on board several native Africans. Two of these 
were brought to the Asylum, and allowed to remain there as 
transient boarders while the captain was in port. They 
were both interesting boys, and the sons of chiefs. Dongo, 
the older, discovered a remarkably intelligent mind, and was 
ambitious to learn. In two months he could both read and 
write, and talk "American,'^ as he called it. In order to 
promote their improvement, arrangements were subsequently 
made with the captain for leaving the boys under the care of 
the Managers, and a subscription was set on foot for placing 
Dongo in an appropriate boarding-school, where he might 
have the opportunity of an education to qualify him for use- 
fulness to his benighted countrymen. But many difiSculties 
})resented in obtaining a suitable school. 

Kelo, the younger, was mild, amiable, and confiding. His 
constitution was feeble, and being mostly confined to the 
Hospital by a cutaneous affection, he made but little prog- 
ress. He died suddenlv. 

This saddened Dongo greatly, who became desponding and 
auspicious. As the spring advanced, when the children who 
were to leave the Institution were indentured, Dongo would 

inquire with great anxiety, " Has gone to his fader ? 

to his moder?" Being told that he had gone to a good 
home, he would with great earnestness exclaim, " He sold ! 
he sold !'' His countenance, which was wont to be lit up 
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intelligence, now assntned a dejection that was painful 

jftitoess.

t was io her that the subject was first introduced of at 
iting to raise means to shelter these neglected children 
(Orrow, jincl from her that the first words of encourage- 
6it were given to go forward in the work. ' Should it,' 
said she, 'only terminate in a day school, it will be worth 
iho efl'ort.' She cordially co-operated with the muiagers 
fi'om the estabiishment of the Asylum, in 1836, until her de- 
cease. All were won by her gentleness and engaging sym- 
12 
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pathy. Her heart overflowed with tenderness to all her 
fellow-creatures. In the cause of humanity her time and 
energies were largely devoted, and strikingly brought under 
the controlling and regulating power of religion, unbiased 
by sectarian views; and her humble, consistent. Christian 
course was beautifully exemplified in her * daily walk with 
God.' It was a privilege of the Managers to witness in her 
the ripened fruits of religion, and one that * came to the grave 
in a good old age, like as a shock of corn cometh in his ss^- 
son.' — Job v. 26.'' 

Resolved^ " That it is with feelings of deep interest we re- 
cord the death of Mary Van Rensselaer. She was lovely 
and accomplished, surrounded with the temptations and al- 
lurements of fashionable life; yet she made her deliberate 
choice for the service of God. and gave the fresh sympathies 
of her early youth to the welfare and interest of her fellow - 
creatures. She had just left boarding-school when she joined 
herself as a fellow-laborer with the Managers of the Colored 
Orphan Asylum. A few years after she became a wife and 
a mother. Faithful and devoted in these relations, she had 
yet time and heart for the former objects of her benevolence, 
and none, we believe, shared more largely in her tender sym- 
pathies than the Asylum for Colored Orphans, and every- 
thing connected with it. One of her last acts (propped up in 
her bed of death) was to write a letter on the subject of an 
African boy whom peculiar circumstances had placed under 
the temporary guardianship of the Asylum. She lived to 
bless all around her. Early was she fitted for that home of 
love to which she has removed; and although encompassed 
with many endearing ties that would have seemed to bind 
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her too closely to this world, she had by faith such sweet 
g^limpses of heaven, that she could not help expressing her 
longing desire to depart." 

At times but little appears to be effected by the daily and 
hourly recurrence of moral and religious instruction on the 
minds of these children, but the results of late have been cheer- 
ing and encouraging. A weekly meeting has been held at the 
Asylum by Henry Belden, Pastor of the Free Congregation- 
al Church, with some of the children and oflScers, as well as 
the members of his own congregation. The instruction thus 
aflforded has been thought to be productive of much good, 
and earnest concern has beea awakened in the minds of some 
of the larger children for their eternal interest. 

In the Sabbath School the officers of the house have given 
more personal instruction. 

Julia Brista, recently deceased, between ten and eleven 
years old, was confined to the Hospital with consumption. 
While there, though much of her time in bed, she engaged 
with Mary Jane Freeman to instruct some six or eight little 
children. ( Mary Jane was confined to the bed with white 
swelling.) The children formed themselves in a half circle 
by the bedside of either of the girls who felt best able to 
teach them, and when one required rest the other willingly 
relieved her. They taught them man)' sweet little hymns, 
and from the alphabet brought them forward to words of four 
letters. Good order was maintained, and the little ones had 
their time for recess, lunch, &c. Julia said one day to the 
nurse that she felt as if she "must do something more for 
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the Lord " — and this appeared to be her labor of love. She 
would often give the children good advice, and was particu- 
lar in trying to teach them to avoid noisy sports on the first 
day of the week. But the time approached when Julia was 
called from works to rewards. She frequently solicited the 
prayers of her friends — asked for them to come and converse 
with her, saying, " I am never tired of hearing of good things 
— I am never tired of hearing of Heaven.'' Asked the Ma- 
tron to pray that the Lord would take away her sins; that 
He would give her a new heart. A little before her death 
she said that she had been with her sister in the night (who 
had died a year before in the Asylum). *'I saw her," said 
she, "and am going to her; I am not afraid to die now." 
*' Do you think," said the nurse, " that God has forgiven your 
sins?" " Yes," she replied, "I am not afraid to die — I pray 
all the time — I can't talk much — I want vou to have my 
Bible." 

The little school is still kept up by Mary Jane, who sensi- 
bly feels the loss of her companion and partner. The chil- 
dren, in their accustomed orderly manner, sit by her bedside, 
sing their little hymns, and receive her kind instructions. 

Need we still adduce arguments to support the continued 
claims of the Asylum ? Then let us point to yon damp cellar, 
where disease and want are written upon its rough walls, and 
where the fireless fireplace tells, indeed, its own tale of misery. 
Here, too, is intemperance and its baneful associates; and 
here are children — colored though they be, still are they hu- 
man — with souls, immortal souls, to be eternally saved or 
eternally lost 1 Here are minds to be elevated by religious, 
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moral, or intellectual culture, or to be sunk in sin, or it may 
be in licentious degradation. Will you not enable us to 
snatch these little immortals from impending ruin ? to shel- 
ter them under the protection of the Colored Orphan Asy- 
lum? to enlighten their young souls, and by His love, who 
invites them " to come unto Him," to lead them into paths 
of eternal life?

The whole number of children in the Asylum during the 
year was 295. The proportion of sick, 1 in 1.8; of deaths 
from disease, 1 in 21. The proportion of sickness has been 
larger than that of any previous year in the history of the 
Institution, and the proportion of deaths less than the pre- 
vious four years. 

The epidemic of Measles set in suddenly on the 20th of 
April, and of the seventy-five cases, all occurred Avithin the 
next five or six days. The precaution was taken of isolat- 
ing the children afiected with turbercular disease from the 
sick with Measles, with the satisfactory result that no deaths 
from Consumption occurred during the epidemic, as happen- 
ed in i847. The average age of children seized with Mea- 
sles was, boys 8.5 years; girls, 9 years of age. The two 
children who died with Consumption after Measles were 
under six years of age.

Gentlemen, 

The Superintendent for the Department for the Relief of 
Out-Door Poor, respectfully presents the accompanying 
statement and statistics for the year ending December 31st, 
1855, by which it will appear that 5,623 adults and 9,966 
children have been relieved by donations in money; and 
26,091 adults and 43,456 children with fuel; showing an 
increase of 43,000 who have participated in this charity, 
and an increase of expenditure of $38,156 05 during the 
year 1855, as will appear by the following account:

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The great distress which existed during the last winter, 
owing to the stagnation of business, increased the demands 
on this Department to an extent never before equalled, and 
compelled many, who had been able to support themselves 
by their labor, to become applicants for relief; and so ap- 
parent was the necessity of immediate aid, that private 
charitable institutions, as well as individuals, exerted with 
the greatest zeal to ameliorate the condition of those whose 
necessities, owing to the want of employment and other 
causes, were rendered destitute; and the Common Council 
of this city made liberal appropriations to carry out the 
object of these private charities. Under these circumstances, 
it was not to be expected that this Department would be 
relieved from its arduous duties. In many instances, per- 
sons availed themselves of the facilities afforded, by obtain- 
ing aid from every quarter, and led a life of idleness rather 
than to make ordinary exertions to obtain employment. 
The public prints, without an exception, were calling on all 
for contributions, which was freely responded to, and not 
until spring was fairly upon us was there any dimunition 
of applications. 

I am well aware that the subject of Out-Door Relief has 
long had the serious consideration of the Board of Gov- 
ernors; it is a subject for deep reflection, as to what remedy, 
if any, can be found. To compel them to become inmates 
of the Institutions would make them paupers for life, and 
would likely follow to their posterity, for it is not to be 
denied that many of those who receive temporary aid during 
the winter, on the return of more favorable weather find that 
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they are able to support themselves. Many are of that class 
who are real objects of charity, old and infirm persons, 
who find themselves unable to obtain their own livelihood 
under any circumstances, and the application of this charity 
to these peculiar cases cannot and should not be denied. 

There have been sent to the Nursery Department, on Ran- 
dall's Island, through this Department 1,132 children; 261 
have been indentured, and 350 are at present out on trial, 
to parties of known character and standing, in this and the 
adjoining States; and the reports of their condition, by per- 
sonal examination in many cases, are most encouraging, and 
prompts me to suggest to the Board of Governors that 
Legislative enactment should be obtained, by Which power 
should be given to indenture children in places located be- 
yond " adjoining States." 

I also report that 473 infants have been under care of 
respectable Nurses, in this city, during the year, of whom 
46 have been adopted, 78 returned to their parents and 
friends, 171 have died, and 178 under care at the present 
time. 

Also, through this Department, 2,822 Interments have 
been made from the city, in the Cemetery on Ward's Island 
— a decrease of 157 from the year 1854. 

The enlargement of the accommodations of this Depart- 
ment has materially facilitated its operations, and the efiS- 
cient aid rendered by the employees has enabled me, I hope. 
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to conduct its affairs so as to meet the approbation of the 
Board of Governors.

There is a great call for 
children, and a large number could find good and respecta- 
ble homes among the farmers in New Jersey and in Penn- 
sylvania, should the Alms House Department feel disposed 
to consent to their going.
